CIVILIAN GOT V.0. 


Two Other Brave Men Who Received 
No Reward. 


I have been asked several times if 
the Victoria Cross was ever given to 
civilians by the British Government, 
says a writer in the Mail and Empire. 
When Gen. Sir Colin Campbell arriv- 
ed at Lucknow, in November, 1857, 
with regiments thet he collected 
wherever he could get them to relieve 
the 32nd, with all the civilians, wo- 
men and children, and Gen. Havelock 
and Gen. Outram and their regiments 
that had fought their way into the! 
Residency and-had to remain, after 
losing a large number of officers and 
men, With tho rear-guard fighting, 
trying to save them, Mr. Cavanaugh, 
one of the civilians inside the Resi- 
dency, dressed himself as a native and 
came out during the night through 
the mutineers and passed clear after 
he thought» several times he was; 
caught. He reported himself to Sir 
Colin Campbell outside of Lucknow 
when he was prenaring to advance to 
relieve the garrison. This civilian, 
knowing Lucknow, his information 
changed the plans of the advance and 
saved a great loss of life. After the 
relief the British Government put 
through a special Act of Parliament 
to grant him the Victoria Cross, He 
was the first and last civilian to re- 
ceive the Victoria Cross. The late 
Sir W. H. Russell, the London Times’ 
war correspondent during the Cri-| 
mean War, recommended the British | 
Government to make a cross, star or | 
medal from the Russian brass guns 
captured in the Crimea and bestow | 
the decorations upon officers and sol- | 
diers who were recomemnded for acts | 
of bravery. The British Government | 
pa‘d attention to his advice and nam- | 
ed the decoration the Victoria Cross. |

The main purpose 
for which they are used is the find- 
ing of wounded soldier after an en- 
gagement or skirmish in difficult ter- 
ritory, so that they may be carried 


| to the field hospitals immediately be- 


hind the lines without delay. The 
dogs employed for that purpose are 
carefully trained and well taken care 
of, as their usefulness depends in a 
large measure upon their good phy- 
sical condition and their willingness 
to work, 

Various breeds of dogs have been 
tried by the Governments of the bel- 
ligerent rations, but only a few of 
them have been found of value, The 
dogs used by the Italian army in its 
difficult campaign in the mountains 
are of several different breeds, with 
ie St. Bernard type predominating. 
t. Bernard dogs have been used 1n 
relief work in the high Alps for cen- 
turies and have proved themselves 
hardy, efficient and trustworthy even 
when working by themselves, The 
Sagacity and courage of the St. Bern- 
| ards are wonderful. They seem, at 
times, almost human.—Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.

8 evidence accumulates with 
regard to the propaganda 
formerly carried on by Ger- 
many with the view of win- 

ning over to its side, in a war for 
world domination, the sentiment, 
sympathy, and active support of the 
United States, it is impossible to 
avoid the conclusion that, while the 
Deutschtum campiagn of intrigue 
and conspiracy was often ably and 
loyally served by Count von Berns- 
torff, the Wilhelmstrasse was, on tne 
whole, made a victim of imposition, 
and fraud on a tremendous scale.

The propagaa- 
dists and plotters, who were drawing 
apon the imperial treasury, very 
likely felt that they had to do some- 
thing to make amends for the failure 
of the promised German uprising in 
the United States and the sonsequent 
loss of Canada.

| Dr. von Bretterich, the Bavarian Min- 


ister of the interior, in a forecast 


which has appeared in the Berlin} 
newspapers. The public was told that | 


“not only is there no chance of the 
potato ration being increased, but wé¢ 
must think ourselves lucky if it is 
maintained at its present Jevel.’’ The 
Bavarian Minister said he hoped the 
bread ration might not have to be 
reduced and that the meat ration may 


be kept at its present height, but |
